George M. Haynes was then Corporauon 
Counsel. He did not render an opinion nor 
dia be report back an ordinance. The mu- 
nicipal elecuon came two months later; there 
was a change in we Corporation Counsel’s of- 
fice, The matter was lost sight of until last 
week. The petition was then recalled by 
Ald. Dixon. Corporation Counsel Hutchisoa 
can report tae Winston ordinance tomorrow 
evening, basing it on the petimon above re- 
ferred to. 

Opinions of Aldermen. 

Ald. Dixon will receive the support of near- 
ly all tne leading Aidermen of tne Council in 
urging the passage of tne ordinance, judging 
from the following sentiments expressed yes- 
terday, thougn every Alderman complained 
of the slight puton them in not furnishing 
them a copy of the ordinance: 

Ald. O'Neill—I am willing to turn over the 
whole of this Lake. Front to the South Park Com- 
missioners. They are honorable mea. They can 
oaly use it for park purposes. They cannot dis- 
pose of it witnout action by the Council, They 
could not use it for other than park purposes as 
auth defined by jaw, The purpose for 
which they want itis fully understood. I am in 
favor of auy reasonable ordinance on the sub- 
ject. But I am opposed to surrender a foot of 
ground or any right or privilege of the city to 
the LIllinow Central until that corporawon pays 
for the same and for that which ithas aiready 
taken. 

Ald. Hepburn—I am in favor of surrendering 
to the South Park Commissioners for park pur- 
poses, including, of course, the erection of 
World’s Fair buildings not incompatible with 
its character as a park, that part of the Lake- 
Froat to which our title is undisputed. 

Aid. Summerfieid—I am willing to do anything 
to help the Worid's Fair, and would wiliingiy 
surrender the coptrolof the Lake Park to the 
Park Commissioners for that purpose. 

Ald. Madden—So long as the city’s rights in 
reference to the Lake-Front are protected 
against the encroachments of the IIlinois Cen- 
trallam satisfied It the ordinance does rot 
propose to make any surrender of our rights in 
that direction I am for it. 

Aid. Pond—I suppose it is all right. The Lake- 
Front Park is ‘now mismanaged, anyway. I 
would rather the South Park Commissioners 
should control it, so long as the city's riguts are 
not prejudiced or jeopardized. I wial vote forthe 
ordinauce if it is as you say. 

Others in Favor of It. 

Ald. Bidwell—What buildings are to be put on 
the Lake-Front? 1 am willing to place 
the Lake-Front in charge of the South Park 
Commissioners. They are honorable men and all 
that. If the ordinance is as you describe it Iam 
for it. 

Aid. Goldzier—I am in favor of intrusting the 
Lake-Front south of Monroe street to the South 
Park Commissioners. I am in favor of complet 
ing negotiations with the Illinois Centrai on a 
proper basis. I think we ought to have an unob- 
structed view of the luke from the proposed 
Columbian Park—you see I favor a Co- 
lumbian park—and that we cannot have 
without South Park Commissioners. My 
idea 18 that when we give the 
Illinois Central a new right of way we ought to 
make thet road depress its tracks. Then we 
could easily arch them over, 80 as to connect the 
outer edge of the park abutting on the lake with 
the inner whole. But in order to be untram- 
meled in its acuon in this matter the Council 
ought to have afree hand. Let there be some 
stipulauon or provision in the new ordinance in 
reference to that point. 

Ald. Horn—1 think no harm will come of giv- 
ing the South Park Commissioners the control 


of the Lake-Front for World's Fair purposes, | 


but for World’s Fair purposes only. There must 
be no dicker about that Illinois Central, and 1 
think the ground ought to revert to the city alter 
the World's Fair. 

The First Opponent. 

Ald. Noble, tne first member of the Council to 
express decided objection—Cannot the Council 
manage its own property? Why will not the 
World's Fair directors negotiate with the Coun- 
cil in this business? What do the directors want 
with the Lake-Front? Let us have a satisfactory 
explanation on that point Monday evening; then 
we can make up our minds to act, 

Ald. Gahan—The moderate taxpayers of my 
ward have paid heavy taxes for park purposes. 
They have derived little or no benefit therefrom. 
Now it is proposed to turn over te Lake-Front 
to the South Park Commissioners that 
they may improve it, fll it in, beautily 
it, etc. That will cost millions. Are my 
poor people down in the Twenty-niath 
Ward to be taxed for that? What benéfit will it 
be to them? The Twelfth-Warder and the 
Twenty-fourth-Warder who will not pay $1 of 
taxes for this scheme will derive five times the 
benefit from it that the people in my ward will. 
lf some scheme could be devised by which all 
che towns of Chicago would be taxed for the im- 
provement as weil as the South Town, and Lake, 
and Hyde Park I might think about voting tor 
this ordinance.

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AFRAID OF NUDESTATUES. 


DETROIT PEOPLE DO NOT THINE SUCH 
THINGS ARE PROPER. 


The Directors ef the Museum of Art Ortier 
All the Nude Statues to Be Clothed, So 
That Biushes May Not Be Brought te 
the Cheek of Any Young Person—How 
the Statues Look in Their New Cos- 
tumes—Opinions of Art-Lovers. 

Detroit, Mich, July 5.—[Special.]—De- 
troitisknown lar an near as a “ good” 
city. Many things that do not particularly 
attract tre attention of common people terri- 
bly shook our very best. Then, speaking of 
art there's where you find Detroit’s society 
people right at nome. They just dote on art, 
and many of them spend hours at the various 
cycloramas gazing at Custor's Last Churge,”’ 
the Battle of Atlanta,“ and other well- 
known pictures. They have also seen 
the “ Russian. Wedding Feast“ and Christ 
Before Pilate,” several of them going so far 
as to admire them. Many can tell an oil- 
painting from a chromo almost at once. 
Detroit also has a museum of art, which the 
400 built so far up oa Jefferson avenue that 
the common herd seldom, if ever, get up to 
see the works of art there contained. 

When it came to selecting statues for the 
museum: Artist L. T. Ives, a gentieman of 
taste and refinement, was commissioned to 
search in the storehousesof Europe for such

pieces as he thought desirable. They were 
purchased, sent here, and opened for inspec- 
tion. But, horrors! The statues were as 
naked as the day their makers ceased 
work. Inquiry revealed the stunning 
intelligence that Artist Ives had 
purchased no clothes for the statues, 
reporting that abroad it was not fashionable 
so to decorate tnese works of art, the brazen 
fureigners standing unabashed before nudity 
as expressed in marbie by the great masters. 
While this was hard to believe for a time, 
the 400 finaliy accepted it, and with many 
blushes and quakings at the heart stood ata 
distance and gazed. Of course they are ail 
the devotees of art and will go into ecstasies 
over a painting that bears the name of som 
famous artist, but they are yet below th 
standard of taste which enjoys nature una- 
dorned. 

Then the art class pursued its studies 
among these same antiquties, and there 
were embarrassments in the matter of criti- 
asm that it was thought best to avoid. These 
combined elements of opposition brought 
their forces to bear. and finally determined 
upon a „ line of action. The 
more radical dissenters thought that 
Apollo and the rest of the objectionable 
charactérs should wear trousers, but cias- 
sical taste raised a protest against an inno- 
vation that would put wide-checked breeches 
upon the original protector of the muses and 
the presiding deity in whose person was che 
noblest representative of the human form. 
It wouldn’t do. A bathing-suit found some 
advocates, and somber-colored trunks even a 
larger number. Then there were those who 
rrotested that the sculptors knew what 
they were doing, and that any lat- 
ter-day interference would be as 
much out of place as to adorn the 
pyramids with bay windows, seaside 
verandas, stained glass, and electric lights. 
It would be downright sacrilege. At last the 
shocking sight couid no longer be endured 
and the trustees of the museum decided the 
figures must be draped, and at once, This was 
not so easily carried out instanter, time be- 
ing needed to prepare the clothes, Mean- 
while something must be done, and so the 
trustees thought the best thing tnat could be 
devised as a makeshift would be the cover- 
ing first adopted by our parents in the Gar- 
den of Eden. 

The Statues Are Clothed. 

A cheap man wrought the attenuated 
wardrobe out of plaster of paris and they were 
fitted on with two screws. Tue transforma- 
tion is a startling one and the new article of 
wearing apparel attracts universal atten uon 
by its pure whiteness in contrast with the 
time-stained statuary thus mutilated. 

The Fighung Gladiator actually blushes be- 
cause of his misfit leaf. Apollo Belvedere 
looks weary, and the Supplicating Youth 
seems more ready to swear than to pray. 


THE VENUS DE MILO. 


The Dying Giadiator is at length content to 
die, and Jason looks as though he would like 
to pawn his golden tleece to get out of the 
town. Mercury could ao longer serve the 
gods as swittest messenger or chief inter- 
preter.

TERRIBLE EXPLOSION OF POWDER, 


seven Childreo Injared, Four Fatally, While 
Piaying with Firecrackers. 

Scott Haven, Pa., July 5.—A keg contain- 
ing filty pounds of powder exploded in Au- 
gust Smith’s grocery store at Industry, near 
Scott Haven, Pa., this evening completely 
wregking the building and injéring seven 
children, four of them fatally. | 

The explosion was caused by sparks from 
a Jackson cracker, which exploded prema- 
turely in the hands of August Smith Jr., 
aged 14 years. The store was a resort for 
children, and at the time of zhe accident a 
large number were present firimg 
crackers. The powder exploded with terrific 
force, lifting the building, which was a 
two story structure,from its foundations, and 
wrecking it completely. Young Smith's 
body was burned to a crisp and he was.other- 
wise terribly mangled. 

Jono Branner, aged 10 years, had the soles 
of his feet torn off, was frightfully burned 
about the body, and both eyes were biown 
out. 

George Kohler, aged 8 years, was badly 
burned about che body, and the flesh was 
torn trom his limbs. 

Wie Kohler, 6 years old, was burned 
about the head, breast, and stomach. 

Emma Smith, aged 9 years, Mary Smith, 19 
months, and Charlie Shoul, 8 years, were all 
badly burned, but will recover. The first 
four named are still living, and every 
thing possibie is being done to alleviate their 
sufferings, but their deaths are expected be- 
fore morning. The ruins took fire, but were 
extinguished before the flames had gained 
much headway. Several kegs of powder 
were stored in the cellar, and a more horri- 
ble calamity was averted by the prompt and 
heroic work of the neighvors in extinguish- 
ing the fire.

Two [Institutions Closed—The Cashiers 
Arrested—Park National Interested. 


Jungau, Wis., July 5.--[Special. |—Start- 
ling disclosures are promised concerning 
the manner in which the affairs of the Bank 
of Juneau and the Bank of Hartford were 
conducted.

loose manner.’ Eurly in the week Cashier 
Richardson of the Juneau Bank was arrested 
charged with embezzling the bank funds. 
Today Assistant Cashier Leake of the Hart- 
ford bank was taken in custody on a charge 
of illegal banking. Richardson's bail bond 
was fixed at $2,000 and that of Leake 
ut $5,000. Sureties were obtained with- 
out difficulty and both were promptly 
released. They will havea preliminary ex- 
amination within a few days, when it is ex- 
pected some light wiil be thrown on the mat- 
ter, Today papers were drawn to serve upon 
Vice-President Cook of the Park National 
Bank, Chicago, and as soon as they are pre- 
pared they will be sent to that city, 
and Cook wil be summoned to appear 
here, J. E. Maione, locai attorney for 
the dank, was summoned to Chicago 
this morning to consult with Mr. Cook 
iu regard to the affairs of the defunct con- 
cero, Creditors of the Bank of Juneau this 
moruing received notice from the assignee, 
Judge Sawyer, to file their claims, but no 
statement of the assets and liabilities is offi- 
claily made at present. It is said, however. 
that the affairs of both are in a condition 
that give creditors little hope of receiving 
more than a comparative small percentage 
of their investments. 

The warrant for Richardson’s arrest 
charges the misappropriation of a trust de- 
posit by the County Treasurer, and it is 
Claimed that ne amount of about $1,500 was 
not scheduled with the assets of the bank. 
Frank S. Leake is one of the stockholders of 


the two banks, being credited with a tenth 


interest, while the balance belonged to 
Charles E. Cook, Vice-President of the 
Park National Bank of Chicago. Cashier 
Ricbardson of the bank here had no in- 
terest in the conceru, except his 
salary. He is a popular young man, who 
bas resided for several years at Hartford. 
hese arrests are understood to be a part of 
a plan to protect the interests of the deposit- 
ors. The readiness with which both of the 
defendants gave bail showed that they have 
triends willing to trust them. The day after 
the closing of the Bank of Juneau Mr. Cook 
deeded the property away, and this fact was 
only made known Thursday by the receipt of 
the papers for record. Steps wiil probabiy 
be taken to defeut the conveyance in the 
interest of the depositors, 

“Tne Juneau and Hartford barks kept 
their accounts at the Park National Bank in 
this city,” said National Bank Examiner 
Sturges last night. Continuing he said: 
The two institutions were ciosed imme- 
diately after tne suspension of the 
Park -Nattonal and none of their 
checks down here have been paid.

RECOVERY AFTER APPARENT DEATH. 


Lives Lost Which Might Be Saved — Au- 
thenticated Cases of Resuse tation. 
Boston Herald: The unfortunate case of the 
Mind-Reader B.shop, upon whom a too pre 
vious autopsy was performed, is likely to ef- 
fect a lasting good to numanity. Before it 
occurred, cases of apparent yet not real 
death were held to be so extremely rare that 
not one in a thousand of the sensational re- 
ports of such were believed by physicians to 
have any foundawon whatever. But they 
have been carefully studying the subject and 
making thorough investigations, and the 
most of them are now ready to accept that 
persons are too often considered as being 
dead when they are not so in reality. 
Many such cases, absolutely authentid, 
have been reported during the last 
year. Dr. Ciark of Indianapolis tells of sev- 
eral recent cases in his section. One was 
that of s woman in Steubenville, O., who Was 
pronounced dead by six physicians and yet 
life returned after fourteen days. Another, 
of a woman in St. Louis, in whom but a 
— 1 sign of life was accidentally discov- 
ered just before the coffin was to ve closed. 
M. Brovardei, a French payee, has writ- 
ten upon this subject brought out much 
of interest. He considers that the sewly- 
born, also young children and aged and en- 
feebied persons, are especially predisposed to 
apparent death. He beiieves that in infectious 
Giseases and aigid ievers there are a good 
many examples of resurrection ; the ptomaines 
he consiaers to have character: stic anesthetic 
properties; injécted into a frog, ine latter 
assumes any given — properties that 
may be desired. The physician is most apt 
to be deceived by hysterical persons, whoare 
capable of iiving like hibernating animals. 
In persons convalescing from grave diseases 
syncope is easily induced at the moment the 
pat.ent rises; tue deficient cerebral circula- 
tion and venous stagnation in the lower 
limbs are favorable condiuons to the occur- 
rence of apparent death. M. Brouardei re- 
lates the case of a criminal who was hung in 
Boston at 10 a. m., taken down at 10:25 a. m., 
and transferred to the anatomical amphitne- 
ater an hour thereafter, when his pulse re- 
commenced to beat. On opéhing the thorax 
the pulse was seen to beat forty a minute, 
and it stopped beating at 2:45p.m. Hoffman 

tells of a similar case. 

During tne last two years many cases of 
recovery after apparent death from electric- 
ity have been reported, and in some ot them 
there was no sign of lile from between two 
and three hours. M. Lestier recorded seven 
cases where the subjects, under the action 
of lightning, hau remained apparently dead 
for periods varying from several minutes to 
three hours. Physicians who took the ob- 
servations stated that no pulse could be felt 
at all, the excitation having been strong 
enough to stop the heart’s acuon. A few 
years ago scarcely a physician could be found 
who believed it possible for a person to re- 
turn to life alter having been buried even 
for aday. But now the fact finds ready ac- 
ceptance that people have been buried from 
eight to ufteen days and yet been resusci- 
tated. An interesting physiological fact bear- 
ing upon this subject has recently been 
brought out by experiments upon dogs with 
curare, the substance which the South 
American Indian uses to poison his arrows. 
Tuis poison paralyzes the lungs first and aft- 
erward tne heart, and when given to dogs 
they generally fall ap ntly dead within 
five minutes. But in all instances where art 
ficial respiration Was commeaced before the 
heart stopped and persisted in for a sufti- 
cient length of time, recovery took place, the 
heart being by this means kept at work until 
the poison was eliminated by the lungs. Ac- 
cidents in which occur much the same physi- 
ological changes as are produced by curare 
are not very infrequent, end from these ex- 

riments conclusions of value can be drawn. 

eaths under chioroform and ether are oc- 
cusionally reported; in this class of cases the 
hope of resuscitation would seem to be even 
greater than is usuai in those of sudden death. 

Where a person who has been under treat- 
ment appears to have died, even if suddeniy 
and upexpectediy, it is quite a common cus- 
tom of the relatives among all classes to 
depend upon theirown diagnosis of death, and 
to at once lay out the body, send for the 
undertaker, etc. The doctor is usually in- 
formed of tne. unhapoy occurrence; seldom, 
however, until several hours afterward, the 
principal object in notifying him being to 
prevent his making anotner visit. Very 
likely, in consequence of this custom, many 
lives are lost which might be saved were the 
physician called at once and efforts to re- 
suscitate were made by him. There is one 
point to de considered in this connection. In 
cases of sickness people generally show the 
least ibie sense. It is a notorious fact 
that 18 every case of death, except from 
some such chronic di 
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at once employed arti- 
ficial respiration or tried to stimulate the 
heart by hypodermio injections, the chances 
are that the relatives and friends would jump 
to the conciusion that he had been giving a 
medicine ip overdoses and had poisoned in 
consequence, and Was now endeavor to 
resuscitate victim. The more inte nt 
reader will think this absurd, and yet a few 
years in the ce of medicine would con- 
vince bim to the contrary. 
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THE DANGER OF A — 
THOUGHT TO BE OVER, 
A Desire to Let the Law Take 1. in 
the Case of the Decker Murderers—Vig- 
orous Work with the Pump Fails to 
Wring “a Confession | 1 —He 
Still Claims that Be Is bof Any 
Connection with the Crime — 


Morris, III., July 5.—[Special.]—It is now 
believed that ali probability of a lynching is 
over. Last night the temper of people 
here received the crucial test, and in view of 
the fact that no attempt at mob law was 
made itis now believed that the ordinary 
methods of the law will prevail. There was 
no talk of lynching indulged in today. Yes- 
terday when the people here first heard of 
Williams’ confession, when every one was 
outdoors and when liquor was plentiful, 
there was a great deal of such talk, but the 
crowd evidently lacked a leader. 

Williams is being pumped by Prosecutor 
Stough with a view to securing a more com- 
plete confession from bim. He is telling 
more and more at each interview, The law- 
yer is now trying te secure aconfession from 
Murray, or Maxwell, as be gives his rigut 
name, The efforts are unavailing, Maxwell 
maintaining nis woadertul seif-possession. 
The question now is whether à conviction 
can be secured mereiy on the confession of 
Wiliams itis believed by Mr. Stough that 
it oan, for the reason that every clew dis- 
covered by the detec#ives corroborates the 
negro’s confession. 

Pamping Murray. 

About 8 o’clock this afternoon Murray was 
brought into the Sheriff's office of the jail 
and questuoned by Prosecutor Stough. Dur- 
ing this interview Murray received the first 
intimation that a confession had been made 
by the negro, but he was not told aul that the 
negro had confessed. The Prosecuting At- 
torney Wished to disclose his knowledge of 
Murray’s movements previous to the murder 
little by little in order to see how much he 
would have disciose to make the prisoner 
confess. 

When the attorney referred ‘to the adage, 
“Once a convict always a convict,” Murray 
tor the first time since his arrest. began to 
ery. He bawied like a child, and the lawyer 
let bim teil his ‘own story, as hé had ex- 
pressed a desire todo, Murray told how he 
left Chicago alone to go to Seneca, II., 
where he expected to find work on the 
railroad. He got as far as Joliet and visited 
the Simpson house, where he drank con- 
siderable beer. He left the house for a littie 
while, and when de came back he was told 
that a negro had been inquiringforhim. He 
did not know who the negro was, nor did he 
see him, he said. The negro Williams he 
had never seen till he was locked up with 
him in ja. He left Jollet that Wednesday 
nicht and reached Morris early in the mora- 
ing. and was soon after arrested. 

It had developed that Simpson and Murray 
uud been to the Decker house last Decora 
tlon-Day and that Simpson had gone to me 
house, leaving Murray behind the barn. 
S:mpson went there to cali out Frank Decker, 
the adopted boy, and introduce him to Mar- 
ray. Frank dd pot like Simpson and refused 
to go With him to the barn, where he saw a 
man whom he is now unabie to describe. 
Murray was asked about bis trip to 
Morris Decorauon-Day and replied by say- 
ing that he had been in Joliet with Simpson 
part of the day. That he wanted to go to 
Uttawa, and as Simpson was.going to Morris, 
Murray accompanied him. Both got off at 
Morris, and after staying a short time down- 
town 22 he Wanted o go to the 
Decker bou

The Coroner’s inquest was resumed this 
Morning and a little testimony was heard, 
when it was adjoui ned sine die. The murder 
case comes up tor trial Monday.

As late as 1618 a man and woman were en- 
ecuted in England for causing the death of 
ao EKari’s son by witchoraft. assistea by their 
cat. It was shown at the trial tnat they nad 
obtained a g'iove belosging to te young 
man and rubbed it on the back of tneir 
familiar, a cat named “ Rutterkin”; the 
giove was then boiled and afterwards rot- 
ted, causing the victum’s liver to rot at the’ 
same time, 

To trace the origin and growth of all the 
superstition, relating to cats would be an 
endiese task. Briefly stated, as the animals 
were dedicated to Hecate, the goddess of 
magie and enchantment, it not unnacurally 
followed that they were supposed to possess 
supernatural powers. A black cat was sup- 
posed to be Satan’s favorite form of personi- 
ficauon, and witches naturally selected for 


their companion the animal most pleasing to 


their master. Many witches claimed to be 
able to transform themseives into a cat’s 
shape, and in the whole history of witch- 
craft the animal plays an important part, 
his life being often sacrificed with that o1 his 
mistress. | 

Sailors, who are proverbially superstitious, 
are especially so as regards cats. They never 
kill one at sea under ahy circumstances, as 
tney think it would bring bad luck It is a 
curious potion on shipboard that a cat’s frol- 
ics portend a storm, and that rain is foretold 
by the animai’s uneasiness. Probabiy he 
feels a cutaneous irritation at the approach 
of rain which couses him to usurp the place 
of the weather bureau. 

There ig a popular idea that cats suffocate 
bab cking their breath. It is less 

8 ago that a Coroner’s jury in 

ded unt an 18-months-old chila 
died in consequence of a cat sucking its 
breath, thereby causing strangulauon, and 
this verdict. was accegted as the cause of 
the child’s death without question. The ab- 
surdity of this notion is apparent when it 
is known that the anatomicai formation of a 
cat's mouth makes it an impossiple feat for 
one to suck a child’s breath. A cat, who 
loves warmth, would naturaily crawl up on a 
baby asleep in a cradle, and in some in- 
stances tne child may have been smothered 
by the animal lying.on its face and thus 
have originated the common superstition. 
Many believe mat a catiieft in the room with 
a corpse will spring on it to dis re the 
Tace. 

Egypt is the 
once worshi 
vival of that reverence not even the most 
depraved Egyptian thinks of killing a cat, a 
crime that.in ancient days was punished by 
a horrible death. The most curious of ail 
superstitions relating to their former — 
is even now held by the Egyptians. They 
believe that all twins, up to the age of 
about 12 years, go out at night in the form 
of cats, while the bodies of such children lie 
at home as if dead. The body which lies at 
home while its spirit is prowling the street 
must not be touched; instant death of the 
child is the result. | 

There are many other absurd superstitions 
which relate to poor puss, such, for instance, 
as that. a cat crying on a roof foretelis death, 
an idea which, if true, would greatly reduce 
our population in a single night; that a finger 
affected by a whitlow can be healed by put- 
tine it into a cat’s ear, and that cat’s blood 
is a cure for epilepsy. Of course, compar- 
atively few peopie believe in such fancies 
now; but how hard itis to totally eradicate 
superstitious notions about cats from the 
minds of even enlightened persons of our 
own aay tue records of the late trial show. 


PENNSYLVANIA'S GREAT COMMONER. 


Contrasting Elements in the Character of 
Grim Olid Thad Stevens 

Ben ©. Truman in the New York Times: 
Speaking of Old Thad Stevens,” as the 
great American Commoner was often called, 
I heard a story told of him the last time I was 
in Washington which perhaps has never been 
in print. The old man was seated near a 
stack of cheap “chips” one evening ata 
well-known resort for gentiemen of his kind 
near Four and a Half street on Penasyivania 
avenue, Washington, only a year or 80 pre- 
vious to his death, when some new arrival 
announced that old James Washington (col 
ored) was dead. All present betrayed evi- 
dences of real grief, when some one remarked 
to Mr. Stevens: 

„Pm afraid, ola man, that it won't be long 
before you will follow Uncle Jim.” 

“©, nol” responded Thad; that's impossi- 
ble,” and then, pointing to the ceilmg. He's 
gone up. I'm going the other way.“ 

Thad was very fond of faro and of the mid- 
night concomitants in the shape af terrapin 
and can vas-back, and also of fine wines and 
brandies. There are few eminently great 
public men anywhere who are not addicted to 
all or some of the vices, so-called.

He main- 
tained the same degree of humor and imper- 
turbability, as I remember, whether winner 
or loser, and was ever redundant in mirthful 
expressions, even when he continually 
put down more than he took up, He 
talked httle or no politics outsi of 
Congress or on the stump; but he was an 
extreme Republican, yet not without touches 
of Democratic humen sature now and then, 
for to my certain knowledge he signed his 
name to more than one appeal to Presidents 
Johnson and Grant for pardons when it was 
necessary for certain @x-leaders of the re- 
bellion to be relieved from a natural disfran- 
chisement resulting from the “ Lost Cause.”

MENT OF 50,000 STRANGERS, 


— 
Program to Be Observed by the Knights 
of Pythias During Their Conclave at 


the Cream City—Arrangements for the | 


Reception — Parades, Drilis, and Con- 
Certs on the Card—A Wedding That 
Took Place Without the Consent of the 
Parents of the Contracting Parties. 


Mnwauxxx, Wis., July 5.—[Special. }—Mul- 
Wwausee has put on an attire of red, yellow, 
and biue in preparation for the entertain- 
ment of 50,000 strangers next week. The oo 
casion is the National Conclave of the 
Knights ot Pythias. Camp Carnahan, named 
in honor of the head of the uniformed rank, 
is in readiness to receive the 12,000 uniformed 
Knights who will be in attendance. The 
camp is situated on the beautiful tract of 
high grounds overlooking from the south the 
Cold Spring Park, and is made up of 
nearly 3,000 tents. Gen. Carnahan of Indian- 
apolis with part of his staff arrived today 
and immediately took up quarters at the 


T vamp named in his honor. Among the ar- 


rivals today were Past Supreme Chancellor 
George W. Lindrey of Baltimore and Col. J. 
H. Kellogg, Assistant Commissary-General, 
and Col. J. D. Roper, Assistant Quartermas 
ter-General, both of Ilimois: Tomorrow 
morning the business of receiving visitors 
will begin in earnest. Four squads—twenty 
men each—of the local uniformed Knights, 
including a member of the Reception Com- 
mittee to each squad, will receive the in- 
coming delegations at the depots and aid 
the Committee on Reception. Tomor- 
row’s delegations will be mostiy from 
the extreme East and West, and larger dele- 
gations from the surrounding States will ar- 
rive Monday, with the exception of those 
from Chicago, who will arrive by special 
trains Tuesday morning. Monday will be 
devoted to receiving the supreme repre- 
sentatives, supreme lodge officials, and visit- 
ing lodges and divisions. A general recep- 
tion will be held Monday evening.

WOOL-GROWZRS BECOMING FRIGHTENED 


Officers of the National Association De- 
mand the Passace of the McK n'ev BIIL ; 
Sr. Louis, Mo., July 5.—The officers of the 

Wooi-Growers’ Nationai Associaton are 

closely watching the course of legislation at 

Washington, and yesterday at Mount Ver- 

non, O., ine home of the President, Colum- 

bus Delano, they prepared an address to 
their constituents on the subject. It is as 
follows: 


To the Wool-Growers of the United States: 
Our duly requires us to advise you of dangers to 
your industry that demand attention. 

1. Senator Hale's amendment to the McKinley 
bill, if adopted, will admit woo) free of duty 
from all nations of this hemisphere. Mr. Cleve- 
land’s free-wool recommendation was no worse. 
South American woois would supplant domestic 
wools and your inaustry would pertsh. The Re- 
publican platform would be violated, the princi- 
ples of protection surrendered, and the produc- 
tion of the woo! necessary for clothing in the 
United States would be transferred to foreign 
nations. 

2. Amendments threatened to be proposed in 
the Senate, when the bill is on the passage, first, 
to strike out the clause prohibiting surting of 
wools, thus permitting the ciothing portion of 
third-class wools to be separated and imported 
at third-class duties, 

Again, to strike out the words “including 
charges,“ thus raising the dividing line, and per- 
mittme, under the system of fraud now practiced, 
the importation of all third class wools at the 
lowest rate of duty. These amendments were 
presented to the Finance Committee in violation 
of the agreement of the 24th of April, when the 
réstrictive clauses and the words including 
charges were unanimously assented to by man- 
ufacturers in consideration of our assenting to 
ad valorem rates on third-class wool. 

We obtained notice that such amendments 
would be offered on the day before the bill was 
reported to the Senate, and hastened to remon- 
strate in writing. The amendments were not 
made, but the right Was reserved, and « number 
of the committee informed us they would be pre- 
sented in the Senate. 

We have yielded all that can be safely yielded 
in justice to our industry to secure general pro- 
tective legislation. Any of the amendments re- 
ferred to are dangerous. The Hale amendment 
would work absolute ruin. Its adoption violates 
the promise to = wool adequate protection“ 
and discredits the faith and honor of the Repub 
lican party. 

Either of the otheramendments will perpet 
vate fraudulent practices in importations of car 
pet wools, whereby our producers of clothing 
wool have been robbed of the protection which 
the law was sup d to afford. 

We nave thus ey presented the difficulties 
and dangers which threaten the most important 
industry of the Nation, uno which must be pro- 

if our protective policy survives. We call 

for your immediate action. As individuals and 

associations, give notice to those representing 

ou in the haNs of legislation that you expect the 

party to redeem its fut- 

fill its promises by speedily passing the McKin- 

ley bill.

The answers reveal a gloomy state of 


affairs, from which no relief can be obtained 
except by political change. The 
indebtedness is found t ve on farms alone 
5140. 563.134. This indebtedness is on some 
45,000 farms. The majority of these mort- 
rs have defaulted their interest, and 
oreclosures are sure to follow. The re- 
maining ones will get through only after a 
great hardship. 

Another fact is revealed. According to the 
reports received by the alliance officers 
there are 21,700 renters, a large proportion of 
whom lost their homes through f osure 
suits, having been unable to pay the interest 
on loans made when they were the owners 
of the land. This was caused first by suc 
cessive years of bad crops, and finally by the 
low prices last — when large crops had re- 
warded their efforts. 

Of the membership of over 73, farmers 
7.500 have farms unincumbered and the ma- 
jority oft se are the victims of chattel 
mortgages at high rates of interest, which 
means they are if possible in worse condi- 
tion than who have their farms mort- 


There are 170.000 farms m Kansas, accord- 
ing to Judge Peffer, a most careful statisti- 
cian, so the alliance would account for but 
73,000, Ine evil reaches beyond that organi- 
gation. The Farmers’ Mutual Benefit Asso- 
ciation, while not nearly so large, will show 
about 17,000 farmers in relatively the same 
condition and the agricultural sec- 
tion 0 the Union Labor par- 
ty a similar state of affairs, 
making an aggregate of 110,000. inrese 
organizations are the only ones that have 
made any effort to gather statistics, and 
nothing but guess work remains as to the 
condition of the Democratic and dlican 
farmers until the grand aggregate can be ob- 
tained from the United States statistics now 
being compiled. 

This condition has been the cause of the 
confederation resulting in the People’s party 
recently organized here. 

The alliance’s official organ today, in giv- 
ing the statistics above, says: We antici- 
pate a great how] about ruining the credit of 
the State, but we suomit in candor that 
the people mav fully underst how near 
we are to the verge of absolute bankruptcy.

THE LAK&-FROAT PARK ORDINANCE, 

In another page will be found the copy of 
an ordinance for transferring the Lake- 
Front Park as far north as Monroe street to 
the control of the South Park Commission- 
ers. This ordinance, which was prepared at 
the instance of the World’s Fair Directors 
by Mr. F. 8. Winston, ex-Corporation Coun- 
sel, is based on the Park Ameadment act of 
1836, which authorizes municipal councils to 
surrender the control of municipal property 
for park purposes on the written consent of 
the owners of & majority of the abutting 
frontage. This consent was given as far 
back as.the summer of 1856, and has not 
been revoked. It now forms tne legal basis 
ot the new ordinance, the main purpose of 
which is to enabie the South Park Commis- 
sioners, in conjunction with the Worid’s 
Fair Directors, to erect on the Lake- Front 
some of the buildings necessary for the 
Columbian Exposition exhibits, but which 
shall not be incompatible with the purposes 
of a public park. 

Tue ordinance is drafted. so that all the 
rights of city ownership are preserved in- 
tact. The controversy between the Council 
and the Illinois Central railroad company as 
to the ownership of the land north of Mon- 
rde street and south of Park Row is avoided. 
The authority of une Comm.ssioners for park 
purposes will extend only over the property 
which belongs indisputably to the city. 
Whenever that property is not used for such 
park purposes as may be authorised or de- 
fined by law the ownership and complete 
control again vest in the Common Council 
for the city. . 

Leaving the matter of the World's Fair 
altogether out of the question tue disposition 
of the Lake Park as proposed by the ordi- 
bance is entirely proper. It is in accordance 
run public sentiment and the original inten- 
tion of the grantors. A feeble attempt is

THE SINGLE-Tax FOLLY. 

The Board of Drainage Commissioners was 
obliging enough w give a hearing last week 
to Mr. E. O. Brown and other representatives 
of the Single-Tax Club who want the money 
to pay for the cutting of the drainage 
channel to be raised by special assess- 


ment and not by a general tax. They want 


tne entire cost of the improvement to fall on 
the naked land, lots of equal sizes but un- 


equal values to pay equal sums, and houses 


and personal property to pay nothing. 

Some months ago Mr. E. O. Brown, who 1s 
a lawyer, took the ground that under the 
Constituuon the work could be done only by 
special assessment, and that the general tax 
pian was inadmissible. He had a chance to 
lay his views before the Supreme Court, and 
six of the seven members of that body were 
rude enoueh to take a different view of the 
subject and to declare that the trustees could 
levy a general tax. 

Evidently the majority opinion was so little 
to the taste of Mr. Brown that he did not read 
it with. the care it deserved. Had he done 
so he would; not have taxed the patience of 
the trustees. The court held that the trus- 
tees could use the general taxing power, and, 
wherever it might be applicable, the special 
assessment power too. But the Judges define 
special assessment a8 Meaning an assessment 
„to pay for an improvement for a public pur- 
pose upon real property which is by reason of 
the locality of the smprovement specialty benefited.” 

The “ public purpose” of the law—its aim and 
object—is to preserve the drinking water of 
the residents of the Sanitary District from 
pollution by their own sewage. Is any 
one portion of it more benefited than another 
by the “locality of the improvement’? What 
difference does it make to the lot-owner of 
Lake View or the South Side, or Hyde Park, 
or Lake, or the West Side whetner the drain- 
age channel runs direct to the Mississippi or 
any other direction so long as it keeps the 
sewage of the city out of Lake Michigan from 
which their potable water is drawn! 

But if there is any land which is specially 
benefited beyond the benefits to real proper- 
ty generally throughout the municipality ” it 
can, says We court, be assessed specially. If 
the drainage channel runs through some ter- 
ritory previously swampy, unfit for farming 
or building purposes, and the big ditch takes 
the water away and leaves the land dry as a 
bone and much more valuable than before, 
then there is room fora special assessment. 
Doubtiess in such a case the Drainage Trus- 
tees will use their powers. 

If it were shown to the trustees that the 
improvement which they have in charge 
would be of special value to the lands in 
Bridgeport and to those in the Twentywinth 
Ward, they would nave a basis fora special 
assessment in those areas. But this drat 
age improvement is for public heaith in re- 
gard to drinking water, and the health of the 
residents of the Twenty-ninth or Seventh 
Ward will be benefited in that respect no more 
than that of those who live in the First, 
Twelfth, or Twenty-fourtn Ward. They 
drink the same water now; Wiley will drink 
the same then. As it is a work which is to 
be of benefit gto indwduals rather than to 
land the fair way to raise thé money would 
be by a general tax. As a politax is not 
feasible the next fairest way is chosen by 
the act—that of getting the money from the 
total mass of taxabie values. 

Could Mr. Brown’s plan be adopted it 
would fall witb crushing force on the poorer 
iand-owsers. The cheap lots of the Fifth, 
Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, Fifteenth, Twenty- 
sixth, and Twenty-sevents Wards would pay 
as much as the enormously valuable lots of 
the business district, where each front foot 
readily sells for thousands of dollars. 

In reply toa question by Mr. Nelson Mr. 
Brown said that by bis pian Mr. Fieid’s va- 
cant lot at the corner of La Salle and Mon- 
roe streets and an equal number of square 
feet off ine lot on which Mr. Field’s whole- 
sale warehouse was built would be charged 
just the same sum, the building being left 
out of the count altogether. This shows the 
weakness and folly of the scheme, 

Mr. Brown was forced to admit that the 
special assessment method would give rise to 
an immense amount of litigauon. If ne will 
read the decision of the Supreme Court 
closely he will be forced to the conclusion 
that the litigation would come to a sudden 
close by the Judge aeclaring that the prop- 
erty it was sought to assess was not spe- 
cially benented by reason of the locality of 
the Improvement.“ and mat the trustees had 
therefore made an inexcusabie mistake. 


THE TRAGEDY OF BATTERY D. 

The corpse of William Brenn&n lying in 
the morgue is the tragic sequel of last Thurs- 
day’s so-called professional sparring match“ 
at Battery D. Tue toughs who participated 
in the Match and the touchs who attended it 
as spectators will claim of course that it was 
purely an accident and that the death of 
Brennau was only an unfortunate incident 
attending the so-called maanly exhibition.“ 
All right miaded persons wii! contend on the 
other hand tbat it was a prize fight for 
money, as much as if it had taken piace ina 
Ting in the open flein, and that the man 
Garrard who gave his victim wat terribie 
fali is guilty morally of his murder. 

It is absurd ionger to claim that these 
affairs, with which this city has been ais- 
graced so often, are contestsof skill and en- 
durance. They are in point of fact prize fights. 
They are not intended as exhibiuons of box- 
ing skill. In every one of these professional 
sparring matches for money two toughs 
stand up before each other and in the pres- 
ence of hundreds of tough spectators, the 
very scum of the city, with the police of the 
city in attendance, pommel each other until 
one of the two is knocked senseless, or is 80 
exhausted or nearly dead that be 
16 unable longer to continue the 
brutal sport.“ In every one of these 
savage encounters the opponents risk their 
lives. That fatal results do not occur more 
frequently is due guly to luck and the en ur- 
ance of those engaged ia the disgusting busi- 
ness. In this case one of the tougus bas been 
killed. The fight literally was fought to a 
Gioish. The victim, after being pounded out 
of all semblance of humanity, exhausted and 
unable longer to resist hie opponent’s blows, 
teil heavily to the floor, his head striking it, 
with the other tough on top of him, and died 
from concussion and . of the 
brain. 

The death of Brennan is of no especial sc- 
count to the community at large, nor would 
there be any dispiay of grief on the part of

These admissions fully justify everything 
THE TRIBUNE has stated as to the Worthless 
character of the sanitary inspectors. The 
$34,000 which they are paid is so much money 
thrown away. Instead of enforcing the 
terms of the contracts they stand in“ for 
the most part with whe contractors. They 
permit che city to be swindied and the pubiic 
health to be menaced. What can be said of a 
City Government which permits the state of 
affairs which one of ite principal officers so 
pointedly but truthfully describes? 

If the City Government would improve 
matters it should dismiss the thirty-fourssan- 
itary inspectors and intrust the duties 
which they are supposed to perform to the 
reguiar police force, Then the work would 
be done bétter. 


STREET RAILWAY LICENSES. 

The Mayor, it is reported, will return to the 
Couneil tomorrow nut some ordinances 
giving the West Side Street railway com- 
pany the right to lay tracks on certain 
streets, with the shggeston that they be 
amended by the insertion of provisious re- 
quiring the grantee to pay so much per mile 
per year, the rate varying witb the street 
the use of which is granted. Thus a right of 
way on Western avenue, he thinks, is worth 
about $1,200 a mile; on Eighteenth street, be- 
tween State and Halsted, $1,500; on West 
Fourteenth street, $1,500; on Kedzie avenue, 
$900; and on State street between Madison 
and .Washington at the rate of $5,000 per 
mile. At present the city gets but $0 per 
year for each car in usé, and, owing to some 
singular way of counting employed by the 
companies, the number seems very small. 

It would De better for the city and would be 
fa rer if the license fee could be based on the 
number of passengers carried annually. 
The mileage rates may be right now, and 
may be far too low a year or two hence. But 
the compauy might be vowilling to state the 
number it carried on various lines and thus 
give the public some idea of its profits, or it 
might keep its books in some odd fashion 
which would work against the interests of 
the city. The milélicensé plan is certainly 
better than the car-license one, and there- 
fore ought to be adopted. 

There is no reason way the company should 
protest. It can afford to pay all that is asked 
of it and more. There is so longer any un- 
certainty about me grofitabieness of street 
car lines in great cities, When the first 
ones were chartered here in the '50’s there 
was room for such doubt, and heuce no one 
thought of imposing severe condiuous on the 
companies. it was thought the future was 
provided for by the proviso that the riguts 
granted should last for twenty-five years 
only. But tor the infamous ninetyiae year 
law mne city would bave been in a position 
where it could have derived a large revenue 
from the street-cars, while it now gets next 
to nothing. 

It is a pity that the city should have to 
grant any of these street franchises to pri 
vate corporaucns. But it has got snaried up 
in a Vicious system and there seems no pres- 
ent way of getting out of it. It is impossible 
for companies to be organized which can 
compete with the ones which now have pos- 
session of the field, The most tat can be 
done, therefore, is to squeeze from the exist- 
ing corporations the largest possible sum for 
everything whichis granted them, and to 
see to it that they do for the comfort and 
safety of Weir passengers everything that 
the law permits the Couucil to demand.

The directors of the Art Museum at De- 
troit have issued orders that tha plaster gods

A PUBLIC — — SCHOOL. 
At the meeting of the Board of Educduon 


last Wednesday Mrs, Mitchell proposea the 


following resoluuon, which, after some dis- 
cussion, was referred to an appropriate com- 
mittee: — 


Resolved, That the Board ot Education make 
the manual-tr school next year an inde- 
pendent seneod., with a three years’ course, 
under a competent teacher of technology. the 
requirements for admission being ‘a grummar- 
schoél diploma or its equivalent examination 
— Le ote: entering got less than 15 


From the context of the resolution many 
thousand citizens will learn for the first time 
that nere is really a pubiic manual-traiaing 
school in Chicago. It was established about 
four years ago under, auspices not favorable 
to ite success. To a certain extent it was 
forced on the Sphool Board at the time and 
established more to prove that manual train- 
ing could not be carried on in connection 
with the publicjschool system than to pro- 
mote the idea of industrial public education. 
Under a stepmotherily patronage of this 
kind it has had but a feeble existence, and 
but for the inngte strength uf the idea the 
institution would have been abandoned long 
ago. 

Mrs. Mitchell, encouraged, doubtless, by 
the presence of another woman as a member 
of the Board of Education, intends to make a 
strong effort to give the school a fair chance 
in the future. And she has tha right ideas 
about it. 

In the first place she wants the school 
placed under the superintendency of an ex- 
perienced teacher in technology. The pres- 
ent Principal of the ‘school is merely a 
teacher of mechanical drawing. He has had 
no experience, His assistants have been se- 
lected at haphazard. The partiai success of 
Lhe experiment, notwithstanding these draw- 
backs and the niggardly policy of the board 
in reference to the school, 1s strong testimo- 
ny to the popularity of the idea which led to 
its establishment. 

If Mrs. Mivchell’s resolution is adopted 
and the proposals embodied therein carried 
into effect in a generous and liberal spirit 
there is no doubt Chicago will have a public 
maauai-training scacol as useful as and 


‘more accessible than the manual-training 


school established here some time ago 
through private enterprise, Good teachers 
can be obtained easily. The Board of Educa- 
tion can make the old high school building 
a suitable place for instruction in this oranch. 
It is located centrally. It requires only in- 
telligent supervision and sympathetic en- 
couragement to prosper. The cost will be a 
mere bagateile—only about one-tenth of the 
amount annually wasted on fads.“ 

‘Mrs. Mitchell's resolution ought to be re- 


ported and acted on promptly. 


BEALE’S SUGGESTIONS. © 

Mr. Beale’s annual report as President of 
the Chicago Board of Education contains 
some excellent suggestions which Mr. Beale’s 
successor, whoever be may be, will do wel 
to carry into effect. They are made at the 
proper time, just as the old school year has 
expired and as preparations for tne new one 
are being made. They are presented also at 
a time when, owing to the expansion of our 
school system due to annexation, a general 
pian of reorganization is about to be carried 
inw effect. 

The ideas of the retiring President which 
will commend themselves most to the ‘public 
schools are these: (1) That drawing be 
made a compulsory study; (2) that greater 
care be taken in the selection of teachers; 
(3) that the cadet or apprentice system of 
training teachers be developed further. 

Drawing, as Mr. Beale well says, is as 
practical and almost as useful as writing. It 
can be taught in connection with writing. In 
nearly every braach of mechanical industry 
it seems to be a necessity for success. It is 
an indispensable preliminary to manual 
training. It is än excellent system 
of instruction for the hand and the 
eye. 
purpose of the instruction in this branchsto 
make artists. The purpose should be to pre- 
pate boys and girls for the work of life—to 
give them ipstruction in a fundamental 
branch which would aid in their acquiring 
technical knowledge necessary to their suc- 
cess in life. The instruction in drawing in 
the schools now is aimiess. It ought to be 
given a purpose, and should be taught witn 
writing as an equally useful and equally 
necessary branch of study., 

It is notoriqus that veschers are retained in 
the public scnools long after they have 
ceased to be useful. Some of them are 00 
old to teach. Owners ought not to bave been 
continued beyond the first term of demon- 
strated unfitness. Still others are victims of 
infirmities rehdermg them incapabie of in- 
structing children p.operly. Such persons 
should be sent adrift. Yet they are the 
teachers ge seem to have the flrmest grip 
on their positions. Conscious of their in- 
firmities and aisabilities they rely on infiv- 
ence, and in Board of Education which to

THE SULTAN AT HIS PRAYERS, 


A Gorgeous Religious Display with Military 
Trapp'!oes. 

Constantinople Letter in the Kansas City 
Tunes: Very few pageants in the world can 
be found which for stately magnificence and 
asort of solemn spiendor can compare with 
the weekly ceremony of the selamlik here in 
Constantinople. Friday is the Mohammedan 
Sabbath and every Friday the Sultan goes in 
state with a pomp and circuinstance, which 
in most countries is reserved for more state- 
ly occasions, from his palace to some neigh- 
boring mosque to pray. All his Generals, 
Ministers of State, and advisors are expected 
to be present in uniform, and the occasion 
has grown to be the weekly sight in Constan- 
tinople, the Capital of the Ottoman Emp re, 
A very pretty sight it is, too, to see all the 
grandees of the Empite drive up in car- 
riages and alight near the palace, afd 


the Sultan in every possible way makes | 


the selamiik one of great importance 
to his subjects. Thousands of soldiers, caval- 
ry. intantry, and marines, are ordered out 
for the occasion, and the sight is a most im- 
posing one as the different regiments march 
up and take position, holding the streets ad- 
jacent to the Sultan’s mosque. The troops 
then form four deep avout the edifice and on 
both sides of the roadway through which the 
Sultan and spite pass. e Turkish soldiers 
are splendid looking fellows and their march- 
ing and drilling are almost perfection. The 
The white horse, or household cavalry, 
mounted on beautiful white Arabian horses, 
to the number of over 2,000, ride by the salu- 
ting point at a wild pace and create the great- 
est enthusiasm. The post of honor about the 
amidie mosgue is held by two regiments of 
Syrians, whose swarthy complexions and 
splendid physiques show their nationality, 
while their dress is Turkish toadegree. In 
een turbans, short embroiderea jackets, 
gy trousers, and white gaiters they 
march with a steady, easy swing that would 
put to shame almost any other Turkish regi- 
ment. Their green turbans show eitber that 
they are lineai descendants of the prophet or 
have made the pilgrimage to Mecca. 

The palace of the Sultan is not more than 
@ quarter of a mile from the Roval mosque, 
directiy oppasite which is a very pretty little 
kiosk where the invited guests of the differ- 
ent Ministers each Friday assemble to wit- 
ness tne pant, the great mass, however, 
being held at some distance by the troops. 
From the kiosk the scene is a magnificent 
one. As far as the eye can reach are seen 
the troops of the Suitan. while in the dis- 
tance the water of the Golden Horn and Sea 
of Marmora ghsten in the morning sun. 
After a wait of at least two hours the notes 
of a trumpet are heard and it is made certain 
that the Sultan will today visit the Hamidie 
Mosque and not the second Royal chapel 
some distance away. Someti nes, after the 
troops have been for hours waiting in the 
sun, his Majesty changes big mind—but to- 
day he is not capricious. The Crown Prince 

f Saxony, who has been spending some 
* in the ¢ity, is present to view the scene, 
and in his honor a special review is held 
after the selamlik is over. A few minutes 
beiore the Sultan appears and while fresh 
sand is being sprinkled over the roadway 
where his carriage is to run, a dozen or 
more closed carriages issue from the main 
gateway and come slowly down the bill 
and turn into the inclosed yard of the 
mosaue. They contain the Suitana and favor- 
ites of the royal harem.-veiled to the eyes 
and attired in light, fleecy garments of 
white, pink, purple, and yellow. Beside each 
coachman sits a huge black eunuch in dark 
eoat ana trousers, with a red fez on his head. 
and as the) carriages take position at the 
left of the main entrance to tine mosque, in 
order that the inmates can see the Sultan, 
the shouts of the troops and the blare of 
trumpets announve that his Majesty is com- 
ing. 

In front of the rpyal carriage, which isa 
most gorgeous affair drawn by four white 
horses and attended by Turkish grooms, walk 
about 100 of the leading Generuls, statesmen, 
Marshals, and advisors of the Suitan. They 
all wear brilliant uniforms covered with gold 
braid and medais. In front walks Osman 
Pasha, the hero of Plevna, while abc ut him 
are the Geuerais who in more than one war 
have carried the cross and crescent to the 
fore. In the carriage with the Sultan rides 
the Grand Vizier, and, as they slowly ap- 
proach the kiosk where are the invited 
guests of the day, the Sultan acknowledges 
their presence in the Turkish custom by 
touching hip heart, his head, and his lips with 
his right hand. He is not @ large man and 
has a strong Jewish cast of countenance and 
looks very much like Jay Gould. He does 
not look like a happy man nor a healthy one, 
either’ He lcons as f he was afraid of his 
very life, and those who know say this is a 
fact, and that he is in constant fear of assas- 
sination. The fact that Atdui Hamid, the 

resent Sultan, de his elder brother

A PROTESTANT MONE IN NEW YORK’ 


An Anomalous and Interesting Figure in 
Keclestastic Circles. 

New York Commercial Advertiser: Religious 
circles in New York have rarely been so 
stirred un as they have been by the appear- 
ance in this city nearly two weeks ayo of the 
English Episcopalian monk, Father Ignatius. 
He is perhaps the most unique religious fig- 
ure in the world today. Belonging to a 
church which abolished all the monkish or- 
ders anc whose sponsors confiscated the 
property of the monks, he comes forth as the 
first of Protestant monks since the reforma- 
tion. 8 

A high churchman, and wearing the garb 
of the Roman Catholic Benedictine order, he 
conducts services on the lines laid down by 


the most fervent class of Methodists, play-. 


ing the melodeon ing the singing 
and call ng on ali to join in, much after the 
manner adopted by the Salvation Army. He 
believes in the doctrines of a church whose 
ceremonies are almost as 8 and quite 
as stately as those of the Roman church, yet 
he appafently scouts ceremonials. He is at- 
tached to a church of which none can be a 
member without believing in certain articles 
of taith; still he openly proclaims that dog- 
mas amount to nothing, ‘ that all Christian 
churches are essentially the same, that they 
differ only in outward manifestations, and 
that all of them will lead sinners to Heaven 
safely if the sinners wish to be saved. 

In other words, he is a monk, not a fanatic 
in doctrine—a thing unheard ot before—a 
monk who wears the cowl of an order, 
shaves his head and observes all outward 
monkish appearances, and at the same time 
regards the old monkish religious exercises 
as ridiculous. 

A paradoxical sort of a man, indeed; and 
that is just why he is regarded with so much 
curiosity. There are about 10,000 Benedictine 
monks in the world, and wey are looked 
upon with no more curiosity than the Jesuits 
or Franciscans or Dominicans, because they 
are Roman Catholic members of a Roman 
Catholic order. But Father Ignatius is 
a Protestant monk, The very

He made his first 
ance here last Sunday week at the little 
Episcopal Church on One Hundred and 
Nioth street, near Fifth avenue, Only a 
small congregation was present, and they 
were not greatly astonished at his attire, 
since they are all ritualists. Last: Sun ight 
Fatner Ignatius conducted services in Lyric 
Hall, and there bis peculiarities became more 
apparent. Dropping the dignified ceremoniai 
— his church, he bela what might be called 
revival services, as earnest and untram- 
meled by church rules as the services of 
Moody and Sankey. 

In a few months all New. Yorkers will have 
achance to see the English munk. In the 
fail he will hold mission services in this city, 
and will then probably enter on a missionary 
career throughout the country. He believes 
there is a large fleid for workin the United 
States, and! he proposes to make his visit here 
—which was originaliy for the purpose of 
collecting funds for his new monastery in 
Wales—a sort of evangelizi rnev. 

It is a notable thing that Father Ignatius 
has not been received in a very cordial way 
by the Episcopalian clergy of New York. 
And he does not seem to desire any favor at 
their hands. He has not called even on Bish- 
op Potter. He says he has a t to come 
dere and coliect funds for the support of his 
monastery without the permission of the 
Bishop of the diocese or the clergy. He car- 
ries no credentials. In fact, as the story of 
his life shows, his course is o by the 
Episcopal hierarct.y in Engiand. ä

I accepted the courteous hospitality and at 
the appointed hour I arrived at the Prince’s 
castle, where 1 was received by Count Her- 
bert, his son, who soon presented me to the 
Princess, his aged mother, and to the other 
guests, and a few minutes later I was cordial- 
ly greeted by the Chancellor himself. 

The fron Chancellor. 

The Prince is of giant stature, and his 
— and aristocratic bearing increases his 

eight. Aithougb 75 years pld, the Man of 

Iron“ carries himself as ‘straight as the 
centenarian birch trees of his forests, and 
his. corpulence is in exact proportion with 
his Stature. His forehead. is frowning and 
wrinkled, his nose well formed, with large 
nostrils, and bends slightly to the right. 
What struck me the most in his imposing 
physiognomy were his deep eyes of a mount- 
ain-lake blue, and sheltered by a forest of 
boldly: erect hair. The lower part of his 
face harmonizes with the upper. His mouth 
‘hasasmile which is at once ironical and 
kind. It opens wide enougu to let pass a 
hollow voice, slow and interrupted. One 
would think it to be the echo of a solemn 
and distant oracle. 

Prince Bismarck speaks French as easily 
as. German, but his words manifest carefal 
thought. 

[After telling about the dinner he has had 
the honor to take with the Prince and his 
family Mr. des Houx describes the ex-Chan- 
cellor’s beautiful residence; then he relaves 
the conversation. “It is rare,” says the 
French editor, “ that the slightest move- 
ment of his listener’s face can escape tlie 
smart German statesman.“ 

At first he mentioned the popular triumph 
of his departure from Berlin, the 6,000 teie- 

rams of admiration which he received at 
riedrichsruhe during the three days follow- 
ing his returement. 

“It was,“ said the Prince, a good burial— 
‘ first-class,’ as you say in France—and yet I am 
still well and alive!” Then, after a moment, he 
resumed: I do not understand your French 
law which imposes on Generals and all public 
funcuonaries retirement vity at 65 
years of age. This age may have yet energy and 
strength. So with me they cut my ear at 75, 
and I still feel strong enough, quite too young for 
doing nothing. I wus accustomed to politics; I 
am deprived.” 

As lexpressed politely my doubt on his 
permanent retirement: “QO!” he said. it is 
tinished, finished more than you could sup- 
pose; more than you could imagine 

Not a Word About the Emperor. 

There was not a word, not a single sylia- 
ble in his expressions that could justify the 
various representations of the Chancelior’s 
being rude, brutal, or even impolite. Dur- 
ing this long hospitality 1 heard nothing 
from his lips, not a single word that was not 
expressed in the highest form of delicacy 
and of high breeding. His judgments on 
men and things are those of a bene volent, 
practical philosopher. 

Napoleon III. and the Franco-Prussian War. 

He spoke, not only on the present situation, 

but also of the past, and his retrospective 
impressions and recitals were not the least 
interesting part of his conversation. He 
spoke of Napoleon lil, and his long visit by 
invitation to the French Emperor in 1857, 
when Napoleon had planned for an alliance 
with Prussia against England in order to 
create a naval power in me Mediterranean 
subservient to France. This power would be 
Italy, and then,“ said Napoleon, Prussia 
would let me declare immediately war 
against Austria, without thinking of the ‘ fed- 
eral a 
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te.’ 

„ could hardly belp asking Napoleon,” 
added the Prince. how he would recdncile 
his designs with the Crimean war; but I only 
replied to him: ‘Sire, his Majesty the King 
Frederick William IV. has no more faithful 
subject, as also none more independent than 
myseif. I consider myself to be the only one 
of his representatives who carries his inde- 

ndence to the degree of not repeating to 

ima single word of the confidence with 
which your Imperial Majesty bas just hon- 
ored me. I beg your Majesty not to whisper 
a word to my comers Count von Hatzfeldt, 
for the Count would not carry his independ- 
ence tothe same degree as I and he would 
report all to our King. May it please 
your Imperial Majesty to think of the conse- 
quences. . =. - 

Napoleon Retracts. 

“The French Emperor had forgotten,” 
proceeded the ex-Chafcellor, * the ties which 
attached the predecessor of Wiiliam I. to 
England. But, he soon thought of them, 
and, afew days later, he warmly thanked 
me for my discreuon and for my silence. 
Had a single word of this conversation been 
then repeated to the King of Prussia it 
would have set Europe on fire.” 

In the course of the conversation on an- 
other subject, the Prince spoke of the South 
of France, of its beautiful ciumate,. 

If I was to inhabit France I would not fix my 
residence in Paris. I am compelled to live in 
the climate of the ocean, but 1 not like it. I 
would prefer the climate of the Mediterranean, 
or, at least that of Gascony and the Biscayan 
countries. I have visited Toulouse (it is an ad- 
mirable city), where I would like to live. I have 
visited the place while accompany 
perial famiiy to Biarritz. How muc as said 
to have been done by me at Biarritz! History is 
a legend. The truth is that I did not act polit- 
ically in Biarritz. It was not the wish that was

That 
would be a perpetual casus belli. Therefore, it

For me, German above all, I have accomplishea 
my task and my 8 before my nation. I 
could wish to work longer in its service: 
but I rest in the unity and complete- 
ness of her frontiers, Germany, having 
nothing more to envy her neighbors, I shall die 
happy for. having contributed to constitute my 


country and to make of it a powerful and a great 


nation. It is for this that I made war, — 2 
I love peace; it is to maintain it indisputable, 
integral, intangible, that I nave formed alliances. 
History will tell of my works. 

Here the conversation ended, and I took 
my departure from the Friedrichsruhe cas- 
tle, greatly impressed by the rare intelli- 
gence of the grand German Chancellor. The 
object of my visit was attained beyond ex- 
pectation.

When Mr. Oscar Wilde was in Chicago a 
few years ago he was entertained at dinuer 
by certain gentlemen of literary tastes. The 
conversation grew lively as the wine went 
round, and bon mots popped like corks. Mr 
A. having said something ly clever, 
bis envious friend, Mr. B., remarked: * Don’t 
give him credit for that epigram, Mr. Wilae; 
it was the wine that said it.“ 

“The wipe?” exclaimed Oscar. “Then, gen- 
tlemen, bow pieasant it 1s to refiect that our 
epigrams are perhaps now ripening for us on 
the vine-covered trelhs of some sunny slope 
in France.” 

Affectation! Yes; but affectation is not 
wholly biamable when united with clever- 
ness, noris vanity when found in a pretty 
woman. The world is always ready to for- 
give something to those who amuse it—nay, 
more, to pay a good price for the diversion. 
If Mr. Wilde was amusing once in his sun- 
flower and knickerbocker days he is not less 
so now when he writes his first novel and 
honors America by conferring on Lippincoit’s 
Magazine the privilege®@f publishing it. 

The work has allite author’s assurance— 
that beautiful assurance which makes such a 
contrast with the invimeible modesty of 
genius; it has his posing style, so sugges- 
tive of silver buckles ana long stockings, and 
for jewels it has the glittering paste of 
paradoxes, 

First a word as to the nature of the story 
for the benefit of those who like to take con- 
temporaneous fiction in homeopathic doses. 
“ The Picture of Dorian Gray is designed 
to be the romance of a sin-slain sovl. The 
reader must not be frightened at the author's 
psychological object, for it would be as im- 
possible tor Mr. Wilde to be profound as it 
would be for him to be stupid. But it is evi- 
dently his intention to be “horrid,’’ to use a 
favorite wofd of his, to write a book more 


dreadfulthan any that has appeared since 


** Frankenstein,” and to shock the world by 
professing the paganism of old Greece and 
advocating a new hedonism, 

Dorian Gray is giving sittings to Basil 
Hallward, the artist. Dorian is a beautiful 
boy of 20— more beautiful, one gathers 
from Oscar’s description, than could 
be any girl of the same  age— 
and Basil holds him in passionate adoraton. 
Mr. Wilde indeed speaks of his hero with an 
enthusiasm for bis boyish beauty equal to 
that of Horace for his page, or Socrates for 
Alcibiades. No wonder that Basil Haliward 
can paint at his best only when Dorian is at 
his side; the boy is an piration to him— 
is, in fact, an incarna Greek ideal. To 
such an artist, 

Beauty is a form of genius—is higher, indeed, 
than genius, as it needs no explanation. It is 
one of the great facts of the worla, like sunlight, 
or spring-tume, or the reflection in dark waters 
of t silver shell we call the moon. It cannét 
be questioned, It has ite divine right of sov- 
N It makes princes of those who have it. 
1 ut beauty, real beauty, ends where an 
intellectual expression begins. Intellect is in 
itselfan exaggeration, and destroys the har- 
mony of any face. The moment one site down to 
think one becomes all nose, or all forehead, or 
something horrid, Look at the successful men 
in any of the learned professions. How perfect- 
ly hideous they are! Exeept, of course, in the 
church But, then, in the church they don't 
think. A Bishop keeps on saying at the age of 
80 what he was told to say when ne was a boy of 
18, and consequently he always iodks absolutely 
aelightful. 
The Potished Villain. 

Dorian Gray never would have suffered by 
the artist’s adorations, but Lord Henry 
Wotton, a Mephistopheles of modern En- 
giish society, meets him and sees in him not 
a modei but an instrument for the enjoyment 
of life. Oscar Wilde is mot as frank as Mr. 
Labouchére in writing about the English 
aristocracy, one is therefore left in 
doubt how bad Loyd Henry really is. There 
is no doubt, however, that he is devoid of ail 
moral sense—that moral sense which accord- 
ing to Oscar has been the bane of all latter- 
day art. Lord Henry tells Dorian how beauti- 
ful he is, and what exquisite pleasures, yet 
untasted, lie before him in the world. This 
is the way in which the London Mephis- 
topheles flatters his victim: 

The moment Imet you I saw that you were 
quite unconscious of What you realty are, wnat you 
really might be. There Was so much about you 
that charmed me that I felt I must tell you some- 
thing about yourself. I thought how tragic it 
would be if you were wasted. For there is such 
a littie time that your youth will last—such a 
litue time. 

The common bill flowers wither, but they blos- 
som again. The laburnum will be as golden next 
June as itis now. In a month there will be pur- 
ple stars on the clematis, and year after year 
the green night of ite leaves will have its * 
stars. But we never get back our youth. The 
pulse of joy that beats im us at 20 becomes slug- 
gish. Our limos fail, our senses rot. We degen- 
erate into hideous puppets, haunted by the mem- 
ofy of the passions of which we were too much 
afraid and the exquisite temptations that we 
did not dare to yield to. Youth! Youth! There 
is absolutely nothing in the world but youth! 

And here is thé philosophy of the hfe of 
— as Lord Henry teaches it to his 
pupil: 

I believe that if one man were to live his life 
out fully and completely, Were to give form to 
every feeling, expression to every thought, real- 
ity to every dream—I believe that the world 
would gain such a fresu impuise of joy that we 
would torget all the maindies of medievalism 
and return to the Hellenic ideal—to something 
finer, richer, than the Hellenic ideal, it may be. 
But the bravest man among us is afraid of 
savage 1

The mutilation of the 
its tragic survival in the self-denia! 
mars our lives. We are punished for 
our refusals. Every impulse that we 
strive to strangle broods im the mind, and poi- 
sons us. The body sins once, and has done with 
its sin, for action is a mode of purification. Noth- 
ing remains then but the recollection of a pieas- 
ure or the luxury of a regret. The only way to 
get rid of a temptation is to yield toit. Resist 
it and your soul grows sick with longing for the 
things it has forbidden to itself, with desire for 
whatits monstrous laws have made monstrous 
and unlawful. 

Realize your youth while you have it. Don't 
squander the gold of your days, listening to the 
tedious, trying to improve the hopeless failure, 
or giving away your life to the ignorant, the com- 
mon, and the vulgar, which are the aims, the 
false ideals of our age. Live! Live the wonder- 
ful life that is in you! Let nothing be last upon 

ou. Be always searching for new sensations.

It is of course improper to credit an author 
with the sentuments of his character; out 
Lora Henry's code of morais is a coroliary of 
Mr. Wilde’s Helienism in art, and is, there- 
fore, presumptively @ part of his gospel. 
And what a gospel itis compared with that 
which Toisto]. bas just preached in the 
„Kreutzer Sonata l! What opposite poles ot 
human thought are touched by these authors 
and their works. The boyish triſter with his 
Bacchic pwan of the flesh; the grim old 
Russian lifting the apostolic sword of the 
spirit! The world will laugh at the 
former though it will continue secretly 
to put his doctrines in practice, 
ana it will try to forget that it has heard in 
the. voice of Tolstoi the warning of the 
prophets. So wide is the art of fictson that 
it embraces today our charlatans and our re- 
formers. s 

But to return to the story under considera- 
tiop, which is itseit marked by digressions, 
though of rhapsody rather than of moral- 
izing.

Mystery of the Canvas. 

After the episode of the young actress, 
Dorian finds that tne expression of his por- 
trait has changed from one of joy to one of 
crueity. “It was watching him, with its 
beautiful marred face and its cruel smile. 
Its bright hair gieamed in the early sunlight 
Its biue eyes met his own. A sense of infinite 
pity, not for himself, but for the painted im- 
age of himself, came over him. It haa 
altered already, and would alter more. 
Its gold would wither into gray. Its red and 
white roses would aie. For every sin thas he 
committed a stain would fleck and wreck its 
fairness. But he would not sin. The picture, 
changed or unchanged, would be to bim the 
visible emblem of conscience. He would re- 
sist temptation. He would not see Lord 
Henry any more—wouid not, at any rate, 
listen to those subtle poisonous theories that 
in Basil Hallward's garden had first stirred 
within him the passion for impossible 
things.“ 

But his good resolutions go to fulfilling 
that huge paving contract which the wicked 
world made with the infernai regions some 
time in tne distant past.

You must have 
a cigarette. A cigarette is a pertect type of 
a perfect pleasure. It is exquisite, and it 
leaves one unsatisfied. What morecan you 
want?’ What more, indeed? But, no; he 
lives aJekyil-Hyde life which the author 
only hints at, as it would be indelicate to de- 
scribe it. And after every plunge into the 
pit abyssmal he returns to the garret of 
his house where he 
trait which shows him in its loathsome cor- 
ruption the ruin of bis soul. And all the 
e his physical being retains its youth and 
bloom. 

It is hard to treat so bold an idea as this 
with art which is preservative of illusion. 
Edgar Poe accomplished it in many tales, 
and Kovert Louis Stevenson was super bly 
successful in his Mannheim.“ But Oscar 
Wiide cares more for his aphorisms than his 
plot, and his art is that of a phrase-maker, 
not a story-teller. 

His denouement is weak, and, like all hs 
situations, spasmodical. One night when he 
is troubled by Hallward, he leads the painter 
to the secret garret and there, through sheer 
wantonness, stabs him. Through tue influ- 
ence he wields over a scientist (the nature 
of the influence is keptsecret) Dorian se- 
cures the destruction of the body. 

Was it perry | true that one couid never change? 
He felt a wild longing for the unstamed purity of 
his boyhood—hbis rose-white boyhood, as Lord 
Henry bad once called it. He knew that he had 
tarnished hinjself, filled his mind with corrup- 
tion, and given horror to his fancy; that he had 


been an evil igfiuence to others had ri- 


enced a terrible joy in being so; and that of the 

lives that had crossed his own it had been the 

fairest and the most full of promise that he had 
brought to shame. But was it all irretrievabie? 

Was there no hope for him? 

He gazes on the picture which has now 
grown more loathsome than ever. It moves 
him to rage, and with the knife which he 
used on Hall ward he stabs the canvas, ripping 
it from top to bottom.

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THE CZAREWITCH, 
(Grand Duke Nikolas of Russia.] 

It will be remembered that the negotiations 
for his marriage with Princess Margaret of 
Prussia proceeded satisfactorily for a long 
time. But the obstacles to be overcome were 
apparently too many, though the date of the 
marriage at one time was announced for the 
autumn of 1890 or the beginning of 1891. It 
was said at the time that the rector of tae 


Ecclesiastical ' Seminary at St. Petersburg 


had received orders to join the Princess 
Margaret, in order to prepare her for her 
entry into the Greek Church, and that the 
Czarewitch had ordered a wedding serv- 
ice of a famous silversmith in Moscow, Ber- 
lin then reported that the German Emperor 
had no objections to the union, nor to his 
sister’s joining the Greek Church, but sud- 
denly it was reported from Berlin that it 1s 
considered that both parties are at present 
too young to marry, while it is believed that 
the affections of the Czarewitch are already 
bestowed.”’ Odessa—the news sup- 
posed to come from the Summer Palace in 
the Cmmea—began to appear reports to the 
effect that such an alhauce would unques- 
tionably be unpopular in Russia, and that 
the Czar’s predilections were decidedly in 
favor of a Slavonic Princess for the heir ap- 


parent. ;

PRINCESS ALICE OF HESSE. 

It is the accepted opinion among well-in- 
formed Russians indeed that a consort for 
the heir to the throne will eventually be 
chosen from the daughters of the Prince of 
Montenegro. Alexander III.. it is said, “bas 
of late years manifested a strong 0 
bias with regard to foreign matrimo al- 
liances entered into by members of the im- 
perial — generally, but with regard to 
the future Empress his Majesty is particu- 
larly desirous that she should be by birth 
and descent, and not by fermal t- 
ism only, a member of the Orthodox 
This is undoubtediy Alexander IIL’s 
wishes, but it is further said that the Czare- 
Witch has refused to fall in love with the 
Princess Helene. Still the latest St. Peters- 
burg advices are to the effect that it is con- 
fidently expected that be will marry the 
Montenegrin Princess. If not, then he will 
have to choose between Princess Alice of 
Heese, Princess Margaret of Prussia, and the 
Princess Elizabeth of Mecklenbure-Schwerin. 

And this is as far as we can go in the 
Czarewitch’s marriage affairs. But Nikolas 
Alexandrovitch, the heir apparent to the 
Russian throne, is still young. He bora 
in May, 1868. Grave doubts have ex- 
pressed in relation to his health, and some 
people have said that he is mentally feeble. 
the .year’s trip round the world will 
doubtless be of efit to him and it will 
give him and his family time to reflect 
as to who shall be tne bride, for one must be 
ready by the time of his return to a a 
year hence. In preparations for the event, 
negotiations are being carried on for tne 
purchase of a palace for the Czar—the ele- 

t, bright-looking one belongi to the 
Grand Duke Michael, which is situa a Iit- 
tie higher up the Neva than the Winter 
Palace. This, when secured, is to be the 
city residence of une Emperor, who wiil then 
give up the Anitschin Palace to his son and 
successor.

B. Angeli, LL. D., President of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, Ann Arbor, followed bya 
response from President Parsons, and after 
the reading of the Secretary’s revort and 
appointment of the various committees we 
regular course of essays and concerts was 
entered upon. These were of an exception- 
ally high order of merit this year, and of 
far more than average interest as 
well. Some of the best literary and 
executive talent to be found among 
the members of the musical profession in 
this country ha been enlisted in the work 
and the results were highly  Sratifying, re- 
flecting great credit upon those who had 
charge of the arrangement of details, selec- 
tion of subjects, and choice of speakers and 
performers. It has been the custom of late 
to divide the work into departments, select- 
ing three speakers upon each subject in- 
stead of giving to each a separate topic as 
formerly—a method which did not secure re- 
sults equal to those obtained under the newer 
plan. . Theodore Thomas and his orches- 
tra were engaged for the orchestral concerts 
ot the associauon held in the Detroit Rink. 
Three evening performances and one matinée 
were given with programs made up 
principally from the works of Ameéri- 
can composers, and while, as might 
naturally be expected, these varied consider- 
ably in merit, there was perhaps not a single 
one that was wnworthy of the honor coa- 
ferred in its selection. A chorus of nearly 
300 voices formed dy the temporary consoli- 
dauon of the Detroit Musical Society and 
the Euterpe Club supplied the chorai portion 
of the programs, and did it in a manner 
which showed both enthusiasm on the part 
of the members and careful training under 
uneir respective directors. A number of 
soloists asaisted at the orchestral concerts, 
among them pianist Mr. E. A. MacDowell, 
who played his own second coneerto for 
pianoforte and orchestra with great effect, 
being twice - recalled ; Mrs. Dr. 
Maas, Mrs. Fannie Bioomfield-Zeisler, 
and Mr. Constantin Sternberg. The work 
played by Mrs. Maas was the con-

form the most important collection of old mas- 
ters ever imported intothis country. The his- 
tory of their purchase was recorded in THE TRIB- 
UNE of Thursday and it proves that tne thanks 
of the community are due to the gentiemen who 
promptly embraced a unique opportunity for the 
acquisition of famous pictures. 

The thirty or more paintings which Prince 
Demidoff bid in to save them {rom sacrifice at 
the sale of his collection in 1881 have 
remained in his residence at Praletino, 
near Florence, far out of sight of the 
public. A few months ago the widow determined 
to dispose of the last remnant of the once fa. 
mous collection, and entered into negotiations 
with Parisian dealers. It was a little later that 
Mr. Hutchinson was informed of the approach- 
ing dispersion of the collection. In company 
with Mr. Ryerson and Mr. Durand-Rueil he took 
the journey to Praletino, found that some of the 
pictures had already been sold, and secured 
thirteen of the remainder. These are all exam- 
ples of the Dutcb schooi, comprising representa- 
tive works by Rembrandt Van Ostade, Hob- 
bema, Van Dyck, Jan Steen, Terburg. Franz 
Hals, Rubens, Adrian V 
Van der Velde, Ruisdael, Teniers, and Van 
Mieris. Anexample of Holbein has also deen 
secured from another collection. 

The Rembrandt, unlike the other two exam- 
ples of this master now on exhibition at the 
institute, is a portrait oft a woman. It is cata- 
logued as “a Young Girl,” though its. title 
was formerly The Child of the State,“ the gir! 
being in the pretty uniform of the foundlings 
who were brought up at the public expense. 
Half of the girl's figure is revealed as she leans 
on her hands, casting a sidelong glance out of 
the open window which frames her form. An 
etehing of the picture shows that the round 
restful face with its widely separated eyes is 
pretty in spite of the heavy Dutch features. The 
waving hair is surmounted by the smooth close 
fold of a cap or kerchief. e gown is dark, ex- 
cept for a white tucker at the neck, over which 
hangs a double chain of beads. It is a singular 
coincidence that Rembrandt's preliminary study 
for this picture is already in Chicago in the 
possession of an English resident, Mr. William 
Pretyma This study shows the head and 
shoulders of the same model against darker 
background than the larger work discloses. In 
discussing Mr. Elleworth's Rembrandt last 
December THE TRIBUNE referred to this picture, 
dwelling upon the sweet still charm of the facé 
and the richness of the coloring. It bas been in 
the family of its present possesser during four 
generations, having béen purchased more than a 
century ago, when a famous Dutch collection 
was brought from Amsterdam to be sold in Lon- 
don. 

A small photograph of the Van Ostade 
shows a composition of about a dozen figures, 
drinking, dancing, and fiddling in riotous revelry. 
The light is concentrated upon an old man and 
woman who are merrily dancing in the center of 
the heavily beamed and paved tavern cellar. 
This picture is said to be equal in quality anu 
superior in size to any examples of Van Ostade 


in the Louvre, and Figaro declared that it was a | 
crime for the French Government to permit 


it toleave the country. The Hobbema is also 
considered equal to any example in the Louvre, 
while the Terburg andthe Jan Steen are de- 
clared to be finer specimens of these masters 
than are shown in the great Parisian museum. 
The subject of the Terburg is the “ Guitar 
Lesson.” The etching shows a plump, light- 
robed maiden seated with her instrument, read 
ing an open page of music, while her dark-coated 
master stands behind her beating time, his broad. 
brimmed hat planted squarely on his flowing 
hair, in defiance of modern etiquette. In the 
The 
old Dutch interior is sumple in its appointments. 


‘The composition of the picture is notable for its 


admirable balancing of lights and shadows. 

An etching of the Teniers shows a corner of a 
“Hall of the Guards,” a subjéct remote from 
this artist’s usual vein. 

The foreground is littered with drums, coats of 
mail, guns, and other arms, over which falls a 
half-unfuried banner, Behind these trappings of 
war a shadowy crowd of guardsmen is playing 
cards, While from the left, at the base of a mass- 
ive stone archway, a young page approaches with 
amantie. The picture reproduces for us the 
veritabie life of the old-time guardsmen; these 
might be Louis XIII.“s mousquetuirds, who live 
for all the world in Damas’ pages. 

Franz Hals’ Portrait of His Son,” however it 
may rank as a painting, makes one of the most 
beautiful etchings in the group. It shows a hand- 
some youth with his body in profile and his rage 
turned partly toward the spectator. He wears’ 
dark coat and a broad white collar; a broad- 
brimmed hat rests on his thick curls. The face 
is a study in character, a strange combination 
of forceful shrewdness in the eye with delivate 
sensitiveness in the mouth; yet, like many a Ur- 
ing face, it convinces one of its truth and vitality 
in spite of seeming contradictions. 

The last of the black-and-white reproductions 
which Mr. Hutchinson succeeded in procuring is 
an etching of Rubens’ Portrait of the Marquis 
Spinola.” The Marquis has a Henry IV. face, 
with that monarch’s retreating forehead, long 
nose, and pointed beard. He wears a stiff 
white ruff and a resplendent coat of mail, carved, 
garnished, and jeweled. In spite of the rigid 
discomfort of the costume a kindly smile beams 
from the aristocratic countenance. 

Of the other pictures the Rinsdael is said to be 
a beautiful little landscape. William Van der 
Velde’s work is a marine, and that of Adrian 
Van der Velde is a landscape with cattle. The 
Van Dyck is a portrait. Of the Van Mieris, Mr. 
Edson Keith is the donor. Messrs. Marshall 
Field, Sidney Kent, and C. R. Cummings have 
already shared with Messrs. Hutchinson and 
Ryerson the honor of presenting this collection 
to the institute, and other citizens intend to con- 
tribute also, 

Thé pictures aroused great enthusiasm among 
the critics and experts of Paris, where they wiil 
be photographed by the Braun process before 
being shipped to America. Some of them 
are already on the sea, and the others will 
soon follow. They will not be exhibited, 
however, until the opening of the season in Octo- 
ber, when the people of Chicago wiil enjoy the 
privilege of seeing the finest collection of old 
Dutch masters which ever crossed the water. 

Through the generosity of other Chicagoans 
Mr. Huteninson also acquired, during his feceat 
journey, valuable @notiques, medieval tapestries, 
and ower articles for the enrichment of tne mu 


seum.

It is with extreme reluctance that one records 


the fact that not a single picture has been soid 
as yet from the edmirable exhibition of the So- 
ciety of American Artists at the institute. Chi 
cago collectors should receive with more hearty 
hospitality this visiting exhibition, which was de- 
clared the best of the year by New York critics, 
in fact the best exhibition of American art ever 
shown m Amertes.“ With this last verdict we 
of Chicago cannot agree, who have beheld un 
nually the flower of American art at our Exposi- 
tion, The society scarcely yet reaches the level 
of the last two of these annual Chicago exhibi- 
tions. Yet it makes a brilliant showing, and 
exhibits Many pictures which should not be ui- 
lowed to leave the city. In spite of the lateness 
of the season and the hot weather, Chicago 
buyers should exert themselves to secure some 
of them. 

The New York critics express satisfaction over 
the award of the Eilsworth and Art Institute 
prizes. The oritie ot te New York Tunes, how- 
ever, While approving of the award of the insti- 
tute prize to Sargent, thinks that it should 
have crowned not “La Carmencita” but one of 
his other portraits, evidentiy referring to the 
portrait of Hentschel, which was not sent to 
Chicago. In New York. Sargent exhibited seven 
pictures; in Chicago only three.

At Stevens’ gallery may be seen about flty 
recent acquisitions to the Hazeltine collection of 
foreign oil paintings. Perhaps the most, infpor- 
tant of these is a large landscape by Munkacsy, 
which shows the entrance to the spacious 
grounds of the artist's residence near Paris, 
This artist ig scarcely at home with landscapes, 
and he has a manner of his own of interpreting 
sunlit foliage, a manner not free from paintiness, 
yet not without character.
